Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 3 (renumbered as 13), 4, 6-9 (renumbered as 5-8), 11-12, 13-14 
(renumbered as 9-10), 15-22 (renumbered as 17-24), 23 (renumbered as 14), 24 
(renumbered as 3), 25-26 (renumbered as 15-16), 27 (renumbered as 25) and 28 
(renumbered as 1) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claim 15, the prior art fails to teach or suggest "A diaphragm unit provided in 
a lens barrel of a CCTV surveillance camera, comprising: a base plate..., a filter 
supporting plate...; an infrared absorbing filter fixed to the supporting plate; a pair of 
diaphragm plates...; at least one ND filter...; and first and second actuators fixed to 
the base plate on opposite sides of the plane portion of the base plate 
respectively..." 

Re claim 27, the prior art fails to teach or suggest "A diaphragm device, 
comprising: a plurality of diaphragm blades...; a filter supporting plate having an infrared 
absorbing filter; a base plate which supports the plurality of diaphragm blades and 
the filter supporting plate on opposite surfaces of the base plate, respectively; a 
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first driver for moving the plurality of diaphragm blades on the base plate to 
adjust a size of the variable-sized aperture; and a second driver for moving the 
filter supporting plate on the base plate so that the infrared absorbing filter is 
selectively inserted into and retracted from an optical path in the lens barrel; 
wherein the first driver and the second driver are positioned on opposite sides of 
the base plate". 

Re claim 28, the prior art fails to teach or suggest " A diaphragm device of a lens 
for a CCTV camera, comprising: a lens barrel; a diaphragm; a base plate which 
supports the diaphragm; a diaphragm driver...; an optical filter; a filter driver...; wherein 
the diaphragm is provided on a first side of the base plate and the optical filter is 
provided on a second side of the base plate which is opposite to the first side of 
the base plate; wherein the diaphragm is driven by the diaphragm driver 
independently of the moving of the optical filter by the filter driver; and wherein 
the diaphragm, the base plate, the diaphragm driver, the optical filter, and the 
filter driver are provided in the lens barrel"
